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Youth killed 
in auto accident

A Wilmington teenager died 
Monday night from injuries 


sustained in an automobile accident 


allegedly involving alcohol and 
exbessive speed Saturday night on 
Federal Street, according to police, 

Shand. Warford, 15, of 62 
Andover St, was pronounced dead 
at Beth Isradl Hospital in Boston at 
8:30 p.m, Monday after several 
hours of surgery. 

The operator of the vehicle, 
Wayne Francis, 16, of 5 Brentwood 
‘Ave., was taken by Wilmington Fire 
Department ambulance to Win- 
chester Memorial Nie Family 
Medical Center in ‘Wilmington, 
where he was treated for cuts and 
bruises and a possible broken 
collarbone, police said, 

Francis was charged by police 
Wednesday afternoon with motor 
vehicle homicide while operating 


under the influence of alcohol and 
while operating negligently; failure 
to keep right; and excessive speed, 

Charges were brought following an 
investigation by Patrolman Jon 
Shepard assisted by State Police 
accident reconstruction expert 
Trooper Paul Powell which inclu- 
ded interviews with Francis and 
witnesses, 

"Filing charges in these cases is 
something we have to do by law," 
Wilmington Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart said. "Certainly the young 
man operating the motor vehicle is 
the second victim. He has to live 
with this for the rest of his life.” 

Hl ah to police, Francis was 
riving a pick-up truck at 70 miles 
ooh hy Ae ee 
of Federal Street when the truck 
sideswiped a tree on the right side of 
the road, traveled across the street, 
struck another tree and then landed 


ina grove of trees and brush, Chief j 


Bobby Stewart said the truck 
traveled approximately 500 feet 
after impact with the first tree. 

The Wilmington Fire Dey 
received a call at 11:45 
night of a “serious motor vehicle 
accident" on Federal Street. Upon 
arrival, firefighters and EMTs 
found a pick-up truck approxi- 
mately 50 feet off the road, 

The truck's utility body and cab 
were detached from its frame, 
according to Firefighter Chris Nee, 
who responded with shift Lt, Ed 
Corcoran and Firefighter Dave 
Currier. 

"The patients were pinned in the 
vehicle and the jaws of life were 
used to extricate [the victim]," Fire 
Chief Daniel Stewart said, 

Primary EMTs Danny Hurley and 
Gary Donovan were assisted by 
EMT Bob Patrie in administering 
advance life support to Warford, 

"The driver was able to extricate 
himself, The other victim was 
seriously entrapped," Nee said. 

Lt. Corcoran immediately called 
for a MedFlight emergency 
helicopter, which landed at the 
Wildwood School and transported 
Warford to Beth Israel Hospital. 
Warford was suffering from 
"multiple trauma," Chief Daniel 
Stewart said, "The EMTs on-scene 
did a tremendous job," he said and 
added that the accident “hit 
emotionally with the members of 
the department,” 

Warford was a sophomore at 
Wilmington High School, where he 
was a member of the football team. 
A memorial scholarship fund has 
been established in his name, with 
memorials being accepted care..of

The answer to your 
biggest problem

Are you looking for an alternative 
to paying for a babysitter? One who 
may not always be available when 
_you want to go out on a whim, 
without the kids? A babysitter's 
cO-op just may be the answer for 
you, 

What is a babysitter's co-op, you 
ask? Basically, it's a group of 
people who trade babysitting 
services, earning points instead of 
dollars, 

There are currently two such 
groups in town; the Wilmington 
Playsitter's Co-op and the 
Wilmington Babysitter's Co-op. 
Both cater exclusively to Wilming- 
ton parents, 

The Playsitter’s Co-op, which now 
has 14 members, is looking to 
expand to its preset maximum of 25. 
The Babysitter's Co-op, meanwhile, 
has a full 25 family membership, 
with one on a waiting list, but is 
looking for more reserve members, 
according to Co-Director Beth 
Murray. 

“We always keep a waiting list... 
and we always end up needing that 
waiting list," Murray said. 

Playsitter's member Karen 
Bourne says that in the fall, many 
parents reassess whether or not they 
need to remain in the co-op. 
Reasons for this might include 
having a child now old enough to 
care for the others, 

"Some of them are moving on. 
It's time to get some new faces in," 
Bourne said. 

Which is a good thing, according 
to Bourne, 

"T've met quite a few new friends - 
people I wouldn't have met any 
other way," she said "It's a nice way 
to meet people." 

Murray agrees, saying of her 
group, "we kind of use each other as 

and good company.” 

While'there is a flat $10 fee for the 
Playsitter's Co-op, it works on & 
points system. Members earn one 
point for each hour they sit for 
someone in the group, One point is 
also earned for traveling to another 
member's home, sitting past 
midnight, feeding children in your 
own home, or for performing other 
feats of babysitting heroics.

Also, everyone in the group 


has children, not only do the 
members make new friends, but so 
do their kids. There is also a list of 
all members, allowing each to 
choose those they are most 
comfortable with to sit with their 
children, 

There is also an interview process, 
which includes safety checks of 
homes of prospective members, All 
new members are voted on by 
existing group members at monthly 
business meetings, conducted 
primarily to exchange points and set 


up play groups for members’ 
children, 

The Playsitter's Co-op has 
co-coordinators, who oversee the 
business meetings, and a treasurer, 
who keeps track of points, 

The Babysitter's Co-op works 
very similarly. There are 
co-directors and a secretary who 
adds and subtracts member's points. 
The group holds meetings at a 
different member's home each 
month, choosing a new secretary at 
each meeting as well. 

The Babysitter's Co-op charges a 
$5 membership fee, "used toward 
defraying the costs of activities," 
which might include apple picking 
trips, and Halloween and Christmas 

, Murray said, Other group 
activities und included speakers 
from DARE and other organiza- 
tions and play, meetings.

I also need to state how sick and 
tired I am of the innuendo that 
Wilmington is made up of a group 
of irresponsible citizens who 
simply don't see it the School 
Committee's way. The last thing 
this community represents is child 
abuse. As a community we would 
never do anything to endanger 
children (nor others). So get off 
the schtick now! My only 
complaint in my 25 years of living 
in Wilmington is a period of 
overzealousness on the part of our 
leaders in prevention. They were 
called "speeding tickets" and other 
violations that an adolescent, in 
truth, deserved. My Nichols Street 
neighbors didn't need to because 
our Safety Officer does his job 
without prodding or manipulation, 
but someone might have suggested. 
that they call the police station 
regarding the student's safety as 
they walk to school.

However, I never accepted a job 
that required me to leave the home 
before the children. I would walk 
the children to school, see that they 
were delivered to the hands of a 
trusted adult.

The School 
Department's responsibility ended 
at about 2 p.m. If I couldn't be 
there, I made sure someone 
responsible was. We managed quite 
well, thank you. I can accept it's 
different now. 

However, I have difficulty 
accepting the fact that any group of 
children is somehow safer 
clustered in groups on soft 
shoulder ground waiting for a 
school bus. We have all seen 
unattended children pushing and 
shoving each other after five 
minutes of stimulation. Children, 
young children, need adult 
supervision while waiting for 
buses. Don't kid me. I know. It's 
just as wise to have them move 
along independently, with adult 
supervision, to the sidewalked part 
of the street. Don't kid me. 

There is only on group in town 
who decided not to bus the Nichols 
Street children, It was not the 
Town Administrator; it was not the 
Finance Committee; it was not the 
Board of Selectmen - it was the 
School Committee. Don't kid me. 
I'm not in the mood. They have 
corrected the problem, I guess. 

I'll check my facts, but I don't 
think the School Committee has 
expended their $14M+ yet. So the 
money for the bus is within their 
funds. Please don't kid me. 

The Superintendent will make 
sound educational choices within 
should business practices with the 
constraints that we have imposed.

From reading the other, more 
responsible articles in your paper, 
and watching the actual school 
committee on WCTV (thank you 
WCTY) it doesn't appear to us that 
now there js enough money. As 
we interpret the facts, the school 
committee is doing the best job it 
possibly can under the current 
budget circumstances. Adding 
additional buses at a cost of 
$25,000 apiece per year is just not 
feasible with the current budget. 
The school committee made the 
tough decision of increasing the 
Tion-busifig distancé 16°1.5 miles, so 
they wouldn't have to add 
additional buses. The residents of 
Nichols Street have voiced valid 
concerns for the safety of their 
children and the school committee 
is listening to them. The additional 
money does not exist, The school 
committee has’ said it will put up 
$5000 for a bus for one month in 
the hope that it can get the 
necessary funds from the finance 
committee (and be reimbursed for 
the $5000). This isn't "finding" 
money tucked away, this is going 
back. to the town to request the 
money from somewhere else and 
re-appropriate it to the school 
budget. If the finance committee 
does not grant the request, the 
School Committee will probably 
fund the additional bus at the grave 
expense of our already stressed 
educational system. 

—Yes, we need to care for the 
safety of the children of 
Wilmington. But we also must 
address the severe state of our 
school system. The problem with 
busing in Wilmington is the. same 
issue affecting the entire school 
system: overcrowding. We also 


need more classrooms, more 
teachers, and more modern 
educational tools to help give the 
increased number of children a 
proper education once they get 
there. The issue is obvious, the 
school budget needs to be 
increased. We would propose the 
School Committee to stop footing 
the bill for busing beyond the State 
Law, spending the saved monies on 
education not transportation.

The Governor's Highway Safety 
Bureau unveiled the states’ new 
campaign to promote safe driving 
in the Commonwealth at a 
campaign kickoff press conference 
held recently at Artesani Park in 
Brighton. The campaign slogan 
‘It's More Than Just Your Life’ is 
designed to raise awareness among 
motorists that they have a 
responsibility to others to drive 


fely. 

Local, state and federal officials, 
traffic safety advocates, law 
enforcement representatives, crash 
survivors and area daycare 
children joined Secretary of Public 
Safety Kathleen M. O'Toole and 
Governor's Highway Safety Bureau 
Director Nancy J. Luther as they 
launched the state's new highway 
safety campaign. 

“Through this campaign, we hope 
to raise the level of awareness 

“among motorists that they have a 
responsibility to their loved ones to 
drive safely," said Secretary of 
Public Safety Kathleen M. 
O'Toole. "Motorists need to know 
that by speeding, drinking and 
driving or by not wearing a safety 
belt they are putting many lives at 
risk, not just their own," -said 
O'Toole. 

‘I's More Than Just Your Life’ 
messages are currently on 
billboards in the Boston area which 
were donated by Ackerley 
Communications of Stoneham, 
Ackerley president, Lou Nickinello 
was recognized by the Governor's 
Highway Safety Bureau for his 
contribution to the campaign. 

"The ‘It's More Than Just Your 
Life’ theme resulted from a series 
of focus groups where participants 
told us that they would drive safely 
and buckle up because they did not 
want to compromise the quality of 
their families' life if they were 
injured or killed in a crash," said 
Nancy ‘J. Luther, Director of the 
Governor's Highway Safety 
Bureau. 

The black and yellow logo for the 
campaign slogan was designed with 
the word 'Your’ scripted in a 
child's handwriting. 

Children are often victims of car 
crashes whether or not they were 
in the vehicle," said Luther. "This 
campaign will make motorists 
think about the other people 
they're affecting if they don't 
buckle up and drive safely," Luther 
said, 

Campaign materials include a 
public service announcement 
focusing on the hazards of teen 
drinking and driving which, is 
currently airing on television and 
cable stations across the state, and a 
companion poster which will be 
distributed at high schools and 
drivers education classes. Bumper 
stickers with the campaign slogan 
and a buckle up - don't drink and 
drive message and an informational 


card which details the new drunk 
driving law will be distributed to 
motorists. Future campaign 
materials will include a public 
service announcement focusing on 
safety belt and child car safety seat 
use and a companion poster and 
informational card,

Jack's team knocks off 
tough team in thriller

Very rarely does a host team of a 
National Softball Tournament 
knock off a perennial top caliber 
team. Jack's Team did just that in 
one of the longest but most exciting 
softball games ever played. In front 
of a full house at their home field, 
Jack's won in dramatic fashion with 
a 14-12 win over VFW Wheatley 
from Corans, Long Island, New 
York. 

The first few innings of this game 
was controlled by the umpires. Paul 
Bova was the starting pitcher for 
Jack's and he had to be removed 
after facing just two batters. Bova 
was called for eight illegal pitches 
which equals a ball for the batter 
and an advancement of one base for 
each illegal pitch for the base 
runners, (See illegal pitches story 
for more details), 

After he was taken out from the 
pitcher's mound and moved to first 
base, Bobby Noel then entered and 
did a masterful job holding what 
was then a lead by throwing a mix 
of change-ups and kifuckleballs. 

VFW scored two runs in the top 
half of the first - one from the 
illegal pitches from Bova and the 
next from a base hit which scored 
the second run, 

In the bottom half of the first, 
Jack's Team was awarded a run of 
their own on illegal pitches. Bova 
led off the inning with a walk from 
four illegal pitches. He then 
advanced to second, third and home 
due to the umpire's ruling. 

VEFW Wheatley's pitcher was then 
removed after Bova's at-bat. After 
talking to the starting pitcher, he 
said that he never was called illegal 
in fifteen National Tournaments. 

Tom Moran and Bova each drove 
in teammates in the bottom half of 
the second before Bobby Aprile 
cleared the bases, driving in three 
runners with a triple that just missed 
for a home run, to make the score 
6-2 in favor of the home- towners. 
Tommy Aprile suicide squeezed 
Bobby Noel from third to get the 
seventh run across in the third 
inning. 

VFW scored two in the fourth 
before the umpires decided to 
change the game so VFW could 
come back and have a chance to win. 


In the top of the fifth, with the 
score 7-4 in favor of Jack's, Bobby 
Noel gave up a single and a walk 
after an out and was lifted for a new 
pitcher - Chris Hinxman. 

Hinxman was’ another victim of 
the illegal pitch. He was called for 
six illegal pitches, which resulted in 
one walk and three runs to tie the 
game at seven a piece. Hinxman was 
then removed in favor of right 
fielder Bobby Aprile. Billy "Salvi" 
Woods took over in right field. 

Jack's team, counter-attacked with 
two runs in their half when Woods 
singled up the middle. Shortstop 
Bobby Beals, who had a very 
impressive tournament of play, 
followed with a single to put 
runners at the corners with nobody 
out. 

Tommy Aprile followed-with his 
second suicide squeeze of the night 
to bring in Woods for what was the 
go ahead run at the time. Tom 
Moran continued the inning with a 
single to score Beals to put them up 
9-7 going into the sixth inning. 

VFW battled back to score three 
runs in the sixth before Woods hit a 
tremendous blast to right center for 
the 11-10 lead. 

VFW scored two more in the 
seventh, before the dramatic and 
incredible yet unbelievable last at- 
bat. 

After one out, the Moran brothers 
- Tommy and Timmy - singled 
runners to first and second with one 
out for leadoff hitter Paul Bova. 

Bova smacked the 1-1 pitch over 
everything for the three-run homer 
to win the game for Jack's by the 
score of 14-12 and send VFW into 
the loser’s bracket. 

"All I wanted to do was to hit it up 
the middle so Tommy could score. 
I didn't know it was gone until I hit 
first base. I didn't want to look 
because I thought the center fielder 
had a chance to grab it," Bova said. 

With the rough start in the 
beginning, was this the best way to 
finish it? 

"Definitely yes. We battled all 
night long. Salvi came through with 
big hits at the right time and it was a 
complete team effort."

Ing Inte: New York? Who calls 


them? Why? 

To answer all of these questions 
will take a little explaining, After 
talking to many players, umpires, 
coaches and spectators throughout 
the tournament, there were many 
reasons why illegal pitches were 
called and many speculations of why 
some pitchers were legal in one 
game and were not in the next, 

First of all, the pitcher has to stand 
with both of his feet on the rubber. 
It doesn't matter if one is in front of 
the other or if one is just touching 
the edge of the rubber, just as long 
as both feet are on it. 

Furthermore, the pitcher must 
have his shoulders and hips parallel 
to home plate at all times, If one 
slight twist or turn of the hips or 
shoulders to either the first or third 
base side (if the pitcher is lefty or 
righty) then the umpire must call an 
illegal pitch, 

Since this is a modified tour- 
nament and not a windmill, or fast 
pitch tournament, the delivery of 
the arm has to be straight back 
without the bending of the elbow. If 
the wrist is outside the pitcher's 
elbow in the delivery, then that is an 
illegal pitch. What A.S.A. 
(American Softball Association) 
wants is to have the pitcher in a 
complete bowling motion - the arm 
and body straight. 

Currently, there are only three 
pitches a pitcher can throw in 
modified softball. A fastball, a 


through the air and has plenty of 
movement on it. Finally, the drop 
off change/change-up is when the 
pitcher lets the ball drop from his 
fingertips to cause a change in 


If a batter sees a slider pitch then 
the pitcher should be called illegal. 
The slider is caused when the 
pitcher's arm is turned over, which 
allows the wrist to be past his elbow. 
The slider is a pitch that is like a 
curve ball but is much faster and has 
a lot more movement on it, and not 
much of a bend like the curve ball 
does, 

The umpires of the game between 
Jack's and VFW claim that Paul 
Bova and Chris Hinxman both had 
their elbows past their wrist. If one 
was really looking for it, Bova 
could sometimes be called illegal, 
but the majority of the cases he was 
not illegal. Basically, it's a 
judgment call - actually, all of the 
called illegal pitches are judgment 
calls, ‘ 

In Chris Hinxman's case, he is a 
perfect example of the straight, 
bowling like motion A.S.A would 
like to see. However, the umpires 
also claim that his wrist was outside 
his elbow. That scenario seems 
unlikely, but when Chris throws his

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secondary pitches occasionally he 
might - again if one is really looking 
for it - be illegal. 

Both of these cases are extreme 
and happen only if the umpire is 
really stretching for it. The other 
side to this is that since this is the 
first year since 1987 that 
Wilmington has had a Modified 
Division, it is very unlikely that a 
pitcher would be called illegal in 
Wilmington. Not only because it is 
a new league and they are trying to 
get it going with the most pitchers 
they can get, but in this local area, 
very seldom is a pitcher called 
illegal. ‘ 

Maybe spectators didn't realize 
that. This writer knows that he 
didn't - especially when Hinxman 
was called illegal, 

The biggest problem with all of 
this comes from which umpire has 
the right to call pitches illegal. 
Throughout Jack's game the 
majority of them were called by the 
first base umpire. Why? He can't 
even see if a right-hander has his 
arm, shoulders or hips turned in the 
wrong way! That was not his call - 
according to the rule book. 

It should have been the umpire 
roaming between third and second, 
since he see can everything. This 
umpire can see his movement from

pitching and the first base umpire's 
call if a left-hander was pitching. 
Of course, the home plate umpire 
should have his say - but sometimes 7 
he cannot see and that's when the 
base umpires come in and help. 

Throughout the tournament there 
were many complaints against the 
umpires. This writer has no beef | ~ 
that they called illegal pitches. But 
40 of them? Chris Hinxman illegal? ~ 
- say what? The first base umpire 
making the calls? - don't think so. 
And finally, the call is a judgment 
call - but the umpires should have 
been together to figure out what was 
legal and what wasn't. How could 
Bova or Hinxman be examples of 
illegal pitchers in one game and not 
the other? 

A few final thoughts is how come 
there were hundreds of called 
illegal pitches in the first two 
rounds of play and then maybe 
twenty called the rest of the 
tournament? 

When a pitcher says that he has 
been in fifteen National Tourna- 
ments and not once been called for 
an illegal pitch and suddenly gets 
called for eight in one inning, there 
is definitely something wrong!

Did you know the practice of 
shaking hands between teams in our 
local youth hockey league is no 
longer allowed? In fact it is 
specifically stated in USA Hockey 
League Official Playing Rules that 
"there shall be no handshake at the 
end of any regular season or play - 
off game until the play - off series 
has been concluded" (Official 124), 

The same rule book that disallows 
the post game hand shake states 
"Enjoyment and recreational 
benefits are the major focus of new 
guidelines for youth hockey." It 
also recommends the emphasis 
should be on the education of 
players and to downplay excessive 
competition (official 7,8). 

Elimination of the traditional 
handshake is sending mixed 
messages as to what is being taught 
to our children. If the league is 
truly trying to promote 
"enjoyment", "recreational 
benefits,” and "sportsmanship," the 
sportsmanlike act of a handshake 
between teams shall still exist. The 
handshake should not be “allowed” 
as a privelage to the two teams that 
make the final round of the season. 


It should be taught as a way of 
letting our children know they can 
approach the other team not as 
competitors, but as co - players. 

The question of why the 
handshake is not allowed has been a 
topic of conversation at many youth 
hockey games. 

Some parents believe that as 
paying participants, their child 
should be allowed to play every 
game (even if they do act 
inappropriately). 

Many other local youth teams end 
their games with each team lining 
up and shaking hands. Newton's 
baseball and soccer, Needham's 
field hockey, basketball and football 
as well as Billerica's basketball and 
soccer, These are just a few of the 
teams that participate in this custom. 

Even Wilmington and Andover, 
two towns whose hockey teams are 
not allowed to join in the practice of 
the post game handshake, have 
basketball, soccer and football 
teams that do. 

There is much too emphasis on 
winning and being the best. I have 
seen children come out of the locker 


about the sport and have fun, or 

to fulfill their parents dreams?

When we last checked with 
Wakefield's John Merry, the 31 
year old had just completed his 
"Skate to the Cape."

The fee is now $2, about the 
same, according to the 
Winchester edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle,” as that of 
most local video stores. An 
informal “Chronicle” poll in 
Winchester turned up only two 
of 20 residents who thought $5 
was just fine but the real clinch- 
er was the fact that circulation 
stats’ provided by area libraries 
show that higher fines do not 
necessarily translate into speed- 
ier returns. The Burlington 
library, for example, charging 
only 50 cents a day, had the clos- 
est local circulation and late- 
return statistics to Winchester’s. 

The $5 fine was imposed 
about five years ago when 
videos first became available at 
about $90 each. These days with 
videos costing about $19 each, 
the same fine does not make 
sense, according to Winchester 
Library Director Lynda Wills in 
the Winchester “Chronicle.” 

According to Burlington 
Library Director Marcia Rich, 
also in the “Chronicle,” videos 
are less likely than books to

Players use miniature hockey 
sticks to push off the ice, similar 
to cross country. Everything 
else is the same - same rules, 
referees and penalties. 

"We want people to come out 
of the wheelchairs and into the 
sledges and have the able bodies 
join them,” said Bob Haverty, 
one of the organizers of the 
sledge hockey league. 

Haverty said the physically 
challenged players usually beat 
up on the able bodies during the 
games because they have so 
much upper body strength and 
mobility. He hopes the league 
will grow in popularity so that 
the physically challenged play- 
ers will run it themselves. 

This is only the second sledge 
hockey league in the United 
States. The other league is 
based in Minnesota. Organizers 
hope the Woburn league will 
grow so that championship 
teams can travel out of state to 
play tournaments. 


The league is sponsored by 
the Wheelchair Sports and 
Recreation Association (WSRA), 
based in North Quincy. For 
more information, call Charlie 
Ekizian, founder of WSRA.

You know you need to save some of your financial records 
for tax and other purposes, but which ones?

The more organized you 
keep your records, the less you pay for tax return prepara- 
tion and the less traumatic an IRS audit will be. 


How long should you keep your records? Generally, the 
IRS can go back as far as three years, but if your income is 
understated by 25% or more, the limit is six years. To be safe, 
we suggest the following record retention guidelines: 


Permanent: Tax returns, financial statements, contracts, cor- 
porate stock records, corporate minutes, and real estate 
records should be kept permanently. 


Seven Years: Canceled checks, bank deposit slips, bank 
statements, employment tax returns, expense reports, enter- 
tainment records, and inventory records should be kept at least 
seven years. Journals and general ledgers should also be kept 
for seven years. 


Seven years after relevant date: Home improvement records 
and investment records should be kept for at least seven years 
after the ownership period of the home or investment. 
Businesses should keep employee records for seven years after 
the period of employment. 

Make a list of your documents and establish a written 
schedule for disposing of those records you need not keep per- 
manently.

could easily say more than half 
of them are __ stinkers. 
Unfortunately, “Milk Money” 
has a rather sour odor to it. 

Actually, the first 15 minutes 
shows promise, as three goofy 
pre-teen boys pool their 
allowances and milk money so 
they can pay a prostitute to take 
off her clothes. It’s one of those 
outrageously bad ideas only a 
kid could conceive. It’s both 
funny and embarrassing, while 
just bordering on sad. However, 
once we meet the hooker with 
the heart of gold, the thin vapor 
of creative energy encircling the 
film quickly evaporates. 


It’s a major disappointment 
that everyone in the film, with 
the exception of 12-year-old 
Frank (Michael Patrick Carter), 
is a walking, talking cliche. 
Melanie Griffith and Ed Harris, 
both vastly underrated actors, 
can simply never rise above the 
thin material provided by first- 
time screenwriter John Mattson, 
who never moves beyond stereo- 


Griffith is the quintessential 
Hollywood Hooker. You know the 
type: sweet, smart and sexy. Her 
one scene with a client has her 
feeding him strawberries, her 
one semi-nude scene has her 
back to the camera. Harris as 
the widowed science teacher- 
cum-eco warrior is so innocent 
he may as well be brain dead. 
When his son Frank decides 
Griffith should marry his dad, 
you just know everyone in the 
film will easily get past her 
unsavory past. Too bad they 
couldn’t get past the trite dia- 
logue. 

Just as annoyingly perfect is 
the suburban hamlet Griffith 
takes refuge in after she drives 
the three curious boys home 
from their sexual odyssey into 
the Big City. No one outside of 
television humanoids could live 
in this‘ picture perfect small 
town, where everyone is friendly 
and all the women wear head- 
bands and cute little frocks. 

Once Griffith arrives in the 
‘burbs, the movie takes you 
exactly where you'd expect. 
There is nothing surprising 
about her showdown with 


earthy, rotten pimp Malcolm 
McDowell or her burgeoning 
love affair with Harris. Bland 
and boring, “Milk Money,” stag- 
nates instead of surprises. 


Camp Nowhere is one of 
those surprisingly funny movies 
that is all the better, as it 
offered little or no . \ 
Christopher Lloyd is the unem- 
ployed drama teacher who 
agrees to pose as a camp coun- 
selor for a bunch of kids tired of 
being shipped out to “appropri- 
ate” camps. The kids use Lloyd 
to con the folks out of their 
money, and then set up their 
own perfect summer camp - no 
computers, no calorie counting, 
and no productions of “Annie.” 
Lloyd’s wide comic abilities are 
put to good use and the dialogue 
is often very funny, even if the 
narrative structure is less than 
solid. ** 1/2 


Natural Born Killers is 
enough to make your head spin. 
The visual onslaught of vio- 
lence, absurdity, and the cult of 
personality in director Oliver 
Stone’s frightening satire should 
boggle your senses - which is 
the point. A masterful use of 
quick-cut imagery, this impor- 
tant film stars Woody Harrelson 
and Juliette Lewis as a psychi- 
cally damaged couple who shoot 
their way into the consciousness 
of the American public, only to 
become stars. The bombastic 
style won't be for everyone's 
taste, but this vicious, cruel, 
funny and frightening movie is 
sure to stick with you.

exclusion 

Taxpayers 55 years old or 
older may be entitled to special 
tax treatment when it comes to 
the sale of their principal resi- 
dence. *Those that meet the nec- 
essary age, ownership, and use 
tests can exclude up to $125,000 
of any gain on the sale of their 
principal residence,” said 
Francine Crowley, Boston IRS 
District Director. 

The residence in this case 
may be a house, condominium, 
cooperative, houseboat or 
mobile home. 

In general terms, the require- 
ments necessary before the gain 
can be excluded are: 

1) the property owner is 55 
years old or older on the date of 
sale; 

2) during the five-year period 
prior to the date of the sale the 
property owner owned and lived 
in his or her principal residence 
for at least three years; and 

3) the property owner, or his 
or her spouse, has never exclud- 
ed gain on the sale of a home 
after July 26, 1978. Specific qual- 
ifiers apply to all of these 

i nts.
